from the first factor, and i3j tht- 
■tyranny of economic control by 
groups not responsible to any so- 
ciety for their actions. Mr. Stewart 
ptated that he believed the accept- 
an<:e of these conditions in peace 
time had led to war and he chal- 
lenged his listtntTf not to wait till 
the war was over to begin the 
remedy, but rather to learn to think 
now, and then act for their better- 
ment.

Thornton Wilder Advises 
A Knowledge of Classics 

Author of 'Our Town' Suggests a More 
Thorough Understanding of 
'Great Books' 



By II. B, and M. J. 

Thornton Wilder, author of the 
much-dlscu.'i.'iPd play "Our Town." 
in an hilcrvlew granted the Daily 
Uic past wock-cnd advised students 
interested in writing to "read only 
great books." "Do not read many 
of the contemporary books," Mr. 
Wilder, continued,' "however much 
they are esteemed. Tlicre Is no 
danger of unfitllng yourself for 
your times. Tlic twentieth century 
flows into your eyes and cars, In 
sufficient volume ,ns il is. Lllcralurc 
is a conscious craft as well ns a 
private testimony; learn lis craft 
from Uic great undisputed hands. " 

Wilder, who has won fame for 
his "Our Town," "Heaven's My 
Destination" and "The Bridge of 
San LuLs Hcy,' has siicnt seven 
weeks in Quebec "writing, taking 



long walks and reading." He is 
writing a new play about the war. 
but, he added, "the war is never 
mentioned." "Wrillng Is n painful- 
ly difficult bu.'îlnp^s," the writer 
slntcd; "Ihe best thing to do is 
never to mention its difficulties, 
but to keep up the popular fiction 
that it's an agreeable activity, open 
lo nil comcr.-i, subtended by vanity 
and whipped on by competition.' 
Canadian Literature. 
In reply to the question as to 
what he thought of Canadian 
literature, Mr. Wilder aiaumcd that 
"it is going llirough the difficulties 
of all Colonial literature. "My coun 
try had no literature until well on

The H.V.C. Historical Club held 
• meeting last Friday evening. Af- 
ter .the regular business had been 
attended to, two papers were de- 
livered by honour students In his- 
tory, 

Mary Bigger spoke on "The De- 
velopment of Political Parties in 
Canada." She first discussed the 
policies of Liberals and Conserva- 
tives, concluding that there is little 
real difference be'lween them. Their 
similarity in policy is what gave 
rise to the growth of new parties, 
the C.C.F. Farmers Party and Social 
Credit. The speaker also mention- 
ed the French-Canadian Popula- 
tion and the difficulties it makes. 

Margaret Hutcheson gave a paper 
on University Life- in the Sixteenth 
Century, speaking with specific ref- 
erence to German universities af- 
ter the Reformation. She pointed 
out the generally disintegrating ef- 
fect of the religious controversy 
and the ensuing civil war, with a 
general falling off of princely and 
church patronage in education and 
the resulting dearth of funds. Thus 
attendance declined and the pres- 
tige of the universities was lower- 
ed.

hy Brahms. The proKiBm also frntuvcd tlir 
"\ew World" Symphonv of Pvoi.Tk anti a 
chorale prelude of Bach, "Slecrers Awake' 
orchestrated by Granville Bantock. 

\n imppc-oablc bit of transcription, the Bach 
choralf prrUido pnivided s sorene and sunny 
opotiins to Ihr Hflrrnoon'f music-niskinR. 
Stately moliHly which i.i t)ic base of llach's In- 
tricately beautiful web was played broadly 
and with consistently rounded tone. 

Central item on the program, thp great Vio- 
lin Concerto of BralMiis is nn oldllmc favorlt*» 
locally. Thinking back, one recalls dislin- 
cuished performances by Enesco and 7.inibali.«t 
that made the most of this inspired score. Miss 
Parlow's choice of the concerto was a blatant 
error of judgment For she lacks the must- 
cianly stature and the technical aceomplish- 
mriit lo mtrrprrl this work f.M thr niraiiiiiK 
with which every phrasf is rroRnant, Iniildlng 
to à vast architectural unity 

The still, small voice of Miss Parlow's vio- 
lin was no fit companion for the vigorous ac- 
o^^mparùmrri whii-!i Brahms demands. Her 
mrlior \> oiild sorm to lv~ Ulc delilvratc tran- 
quil, "y of )^.-.;lor miis^r Intonation was far 
from pcifcci, there was laxity in the rhythms 
and the entire reading was too superficial to 
be effective. The orchestra, on the other 
hand, outdid itself to provide a stimulating and 
sympathetic accompaniment. 

The Symphony No. 5 by Antonin Dvorak, 
subtitled "From the New World," is a product 
of the period when the Cïoch master was em- 
ployed in New York as Director of the Na- 
tional Conservatory of Music. Dx'orak was 
evidently much impressed with some of the 
lunes popularized at the time by negro min- 
.strclf and numbered at least one of the more 
distinguished colored singers among his close 
acquaintances. As a result Dvorak's tribute to 
America shows the negro influence to a con- 
siderable extent Indeed, the first theme of 
the largo movement has gained currency dis- 
guised a.s s spiritual. 

A war horse among symphonies, the "New 
World" has long had a revered place in the 
repertoire. Yesterday's performance was as 
welcome as meeting an old friend, and Dean 
Clarke at the head of the orchestra achieved 
some ftirrins sonorities from full orchestra. 
The delicate themes of the largo were exquis- 
itely introduced by Messrs. Baillargeon and 
Gagnier.

matic force is inlen.sp beyond belief. 

The plot of the .«tory is of the elernni tri- 
angle type, showing Carole Lombard as a poor 
waitress who being discontented accepts Tony's 
mvitatlon to become his wife. Tony ;iol wish- 
ing lo cause the girl to change her mind sends 
her a picture of his handsome foreman Wil- 
liam Gargan. The resulting confusion is amus- 
ing and Tony's almost childish efforts tri sell 
hinifolf are really .in excellent bit of acting. 
From this point on, the gradual way in which 
Charles Laughton changes his rather Jolly and 
unappealing personality into Ihe position 
where the audience realizes his depth of soul 
is a histrionic masterpiece, that no theatre goer 
can afford to miss. 

The added attraction "I'm Still Alive" with 
Kent Taylor as a stunt pilot, and Linda Hayes 
as a very wealthy actress, is very light.

This picture is the result of a theory— the 
theory that any film is better for being the 
work of two or three men instead of a score 
or so. Its author, director and producer was 
Ben Hecht, and its associate producer was also 
star, Douglas Fairbanks jr. And whatever its 
faults, the picture proves the soundness of the 
theory behind it, for it leaves an impression 
of dramatic unity familiar in the work of 
Sacha Guitry, and all too rare in Hollywood. 

The technique of "Angels Over Broadway" 
is in many ways reminiscent of the best French 
method. The theme is simple— the old one of 
the cynic who is an inverted idealist and who 
is finally persuaded that some things arc 
worth disinterested effort. The director was 
less occupied with external effects than with 
the peychologics of his characters. The for- 
mula of forget-the-plot-and-concentrate-on-de- 
veloping-character has t>een regarded by 
Hollywood BE sacred to the stage, but isolated 
French and English directors have again and 
again proved that it can be successfully applied 
to the screen. And In "Angels Over Broadway", 
though the suspense is terrific, it is dependent 
on the inner development of Bill O'Brien, 
Nine Barone and Gene Gibbons. The dialogue 
is wholly unlike Hollywood diulugiie, resem- 
bling the French in its literacy, irony and hon- 
esty of purpose. The use of the camera by 
Photographer Lee Garmes ii distinctly Euro- 
pean. Against impresiionlatic and extraordin- 
arily effective sets, such as the deserted itage 
with its eerie liL-aps of dusty scenery, Gannes' 
camera picks up a series of uncanny and 
haunting Impressions. 

The characters in "Angels Over Broadway " 
are types, and the whole story is a fable with 
uny ending dislinelly sinarkliig nf linkiiin. 
'J'lierc is I'liomaii Milelivll as the |)liiy wriglil 
on the skids who acta as deiis ex machina and 
commentator; Dauglas Fairbanks jr, as the 
hardboiled cynic; Rita Hayworth ai the pro- 
miscuoug waff who is gold al heart; and 
CharlM Qualen at the sliiplfied "Utile man " 
who is at Ihe end of his io|,i;. All Ihe aellnH 
is from williin outward, and captures Ihr 
watcher with a sense of vivid immediacy. 

"Angels Over Broadway" is not a perfect 
picture by any means; at best it it merely an 
arresting collector'a ilem. But it makes one 
wish that Hecht would apply his method lo 
some Ihcme really worthy of the time anil ef- 
fort expended on '"i'he Scoundrel" and thi!> 
latest oddity.

As for our objector's action, I re- 
spect him sincerely for the strength 
of his convictions, in suffering, 
alone and friendless, suspension 
from this university. If our Engi- 
neering friend had taken a course 
in philosophy before he splurged 
his rash Judgments and self-righ- 
teous sneers on paper, he might 
have learned that courage is one 
of the greatest virtues a man can 
possess; and as for bravery, it is 
as prevalent among fools as it is 
among the wise.

Van Wagner has coached track 
teams as well as handling the 
Senior, Intermediate and Junior 
basketball teams, and has come up 
with his share of championships. 

During the spring months he has 
fostered the promotion of high 
.«hool track activities. From this 
has originated the McGUl Inter- 
Scholastic League which dates from 
1B21, «nd every year the various 
high schools compete. 

His other Interests are also to do 
with sports. During the winter 
months skiing occupies his atten- 
tion outside of the University, and 
in the summertime he is a co-direc- 
tor of a Boy's Camp in which capa- 
city he has been for sixteen years.

What 
use would the training have proven 
to him then, even if he had taken 
it? As for his placing tno value 
ot life before the ideals of freedom 
and happiness; that ic his affair, 
not ours. He is not endeavoring 
to proselytize, he is alone as far as 
■brother -objecwrs go in this uni- 
versity . Let us hope his suspen- 
•ion was decided upon justly and 
not in a spirit of hypocrisy, just 
because "we are at war." Finally, 
let us remember that to be an ob- 
jector is not an act of cowardice; 
that it takes courage and what is 
known at •■intestinal fortitude" to 
lorego a university career because 
of your convictions; and let us 
thank God that we have such val- 
iant men as our engineering friend, 
lo sacrifice six hours out of 66 each 
week.

And ever since music be- 
came secular, there have been mu- 
sic critics. It is logical to assume, 
then, that critics do have their im- 
portant functions, and that there 
are reasons for their existence. 

But a critic can wTite only what 
he believes. He cannot run around 
with a mathematical gadget, com- 
puting what everyone else thinks. 

It so happens that I have been 
asked to write a radio column and 
to include criticisms of the sym- 
phonic concerts. I felt that it is 
entirely inadequate to announce 
that a certain concert will be held, 
and the following week state that 
the concert was held, that the 
playing was as good as it ought to 
have been, that everything was 
there that should have been there 
I think that I owe it to my read- 
ers to state my opinions definitely. 
The ideas may be wrong, though 
what 1 wrote I sincerely believe. 
But at least some people will find 
specific opinions about the music 
they have heard, and may thereby 
be stimulated to serious thought. 
Namby-pamby criticism never ac- 
complished anything. 

I would suggest to Mr. Ayoub 
that he read "Music and Musical 
Criticism" in Sir W. H. Hadow's 
'Studies in Modem Music, (First 
Series).' He need read only the 
first 54 pages.

That 
university is still in his estimation 
the hotbed and arena ot education 
al reform. 

As for his recent play "Our 
Town," which had no scenery in 
the Broadway production, the auth' 
or stated that at the time he never 
realized it was a revolutionary idea 
He was immersed in the Greek 
plays which likewise had no scen- 
ery, and therefore it was the nat' 
ural thing for him to write a play 
minus the stage settings.
